A coroner’s jury will hold an. in- 
quest Saturday morning at 10 o’clock 
over the body of Dr. W. D. Vinson, 
who was shot to death by his wife, 
Mrs, Cora Lou Vinson, of 55 Pon- 
ders avenue, Thursday, 
nounced Friday by Coroner Pau] Done- 
hoo, It is not expected that Mrs. 
Vinson will be called to testify, and 
the testimony is expected to be con- 
fined to that of G. L. Edwards, eye- 
witness, the arresting officers, and the 
taxicab driver, who drove Mrs. Vin- 
son to the scene of the shooting. 

Mrs. Vinson had practically recov- 
ered ‘Friday night from the nervous 
collapse which she suffered at the 
time of her arrest and she is expected 
to be able to hold a conference Sat- 
urday with her attorneys, Sam: Hew- 


lett and John Dennis. 

It was neecssary to summon a phy- 
sician Friday morning, as Mrs. Vin- 
son, who is held in the Fulton county 
jail, charged with murder, went into 
hysterics. several times. Her condi- 
tion became better later.im the day. 

Although Mrs. Vinson was found to 
be sane by a Iifnacy commission Tues 
day, indieations. are that insanity will 
be the plea made for her although no 
definite announcement is expected un- 
til after the conference which Mrs.

Washington, March 31.—On the eve 
of what may prove to be a suspen- 
sion of work of the greatest magni- 
‘ude eve: experienced in our. Ameri- 
can industrial life. it is welt for the 
people oi: our country to realize that 
in this industrial disturbance the 
workers are not at fault, but that the 
blame rests svlely and entirely upon 
the mine operators and owners. The 
mine workers demand recognition of 
their righc to collective bargaining, a 
right row denied by the mine opera- 
tors and owners. This-is the issue 
at state. i: 

The right of labor to organize and 
to bargain co'lectively is conceded in 
every civilized nation of the world. 
And the present attitude of the mine 
operat.rs and owners is in. direct con- 
flict with the enlightened opinion of 
our present civilization. Our nation- 
al government time after time has 


expresved itself in favur of collective | 


Largaining. And thus the mine own- 
ers and operators are even-in conflict

There is still more involved in this 
present unfortanate. controversy.

Washington, Maren 31.—That this 
coal strike is the supreme test of the 


contractual relationship between em- 
ployer and employee may be the belief 
of some, but I think it is absurd. 
The operators did not meet the 
miners simply because such a confer- 
ence avould bave been a waste of time. 
Jf there is any test at all. it is the 
test of the central competitive field. 


A conference. with the miners would 
have béeén a mere formality. because 
the operators sincerely want to go it 
alone, each for himself, It would 
have been contrary to. the centrifugal 
tendency of the operators. And when 
a settlement comes it will be by states 
first, then district and, finally, it is 
fair to suppose, by individual mines. 

Need House Cleaning. 


But I would not have the strike set-| 
tled at ‘this time. Both sides need 
house cleaning. The public must see 


’ Fabio he publie ‘jaa the 
failuré of the joint bituminous con- 
ference to take place. 

The outcome is inevitably a reac- 
tion on the part of the public against 
the strikers. The miners are striking

ACCIDENT OCCURS

“Sorry I Haven’t Been 
a Better Boy,” Dying 
Racer Says in Message 
to Father. 


Macon, Ga., March..31.—(Special. ) 
Two men are dead, another believed 
injured fatally, while in the Macon, 
Dublin and Savannah railroad yards 
lies a charred and twisted mass of 
man-made wings. and steel, as a re- 
sult of an airplane wreck late this 
afternoon, when the machine struck 
a tall smoke stack. caught fire in 
mid-air and plunged to the earth. 

Leaving here for Atlanta, the plane 
had traveled only a half mile when it 
struck « sixty foot smoke stack over 
the railway yards. In less than a 
second. the whole machine was en- 
velopev..in flames With a crash, it 
fell betwcen two trains standing in 
the yards. 

As vhopmen ran to aid the occu- 
pants, John J. Costa, 22, Anthony, 
Kané., who died in a hospital here to- 
night. 'eaped from the burning wreck- | 
age and ran down the tracks, a human 
torch, Tommy Mullin, a prize fight- 
ter, caught him? threwing-him to the, 
ground and extinguishing the flames.

in combat with a German plane in 
France.

Memphis, Tenn., March 31.—The 
flood situation so far as the levees 
between Cairo and Memphis holding 
safe -hag resolved itself into an en- 
durance test, engineers say tonight. 
With the crest of the.flood expected 
at Mempbis tomorrow, when the river 


here is expected to reach a stage of 


43 feet, levee officials say that there 


is no danger of a break above Memphiw 


during the present flood. Continuous 
rains throughout the central valley 
during almost the entire week have 


made certain a second rise in the 


lower river, engineers say, increasing 
the necessity for closest watching of 
the entire levee system for a week 
or more, until the second rise has 
passed down the river. 

A new situation has developed dur- 
ing the last 36 hours, when heavy 
rains in Arkansas and Mississippi 


have, brought about flood conditions | _ 
in a number of the tributaries of the} 


Mississippi to the south and to a large 
extent shifting the danger zone south 
of this city. 

Rising Fast. 

The Arkansas, St. Francis, White 
and other rivers in Arkansas are out 
of their banks tonight and are rising 
fast.. Thousands of acres of farm- 
ing land in the valleys of these streams 
are under water. Farmers, according 
to reports, were able to get out their 
live stock, but much of the work 
done on crops will be a loss. Tele- 
grams from Marianna, Ark., say that 
refugees from the bottoms along the 
L’Anguinne river are arriving there. 
Considerable land along the St. Fran- 
cis and White rivers is also reported 
under water and thousands of acres 
in the bottoms along the Yazoo and 
tributaries in north Mississippi is in- 
undated. 

At Old Town, Ark., where consid-

Approximately 600,000 coal miners 
quit work last night to enforce new 
wage contracts, according to union 
reports from all bituminous and an- 
thracite fields, ‘he idle miners in- 
clude 500,000 union men and some 
100,000 non-union men, according to 
union tabulation. 

“A number of coal diggers in Lilinois 
and other places left the mines at the 
close of work yesterday afternoon, al- 
though the strike began oficially at 
midnight. 

The federal government ‘decided not 
to take any action at.pregent, as the 
situation was not deemed critical. 

The only oasis in the strike area 
) was Kentucky, where 5,000 union men 
continued work because their contract 
runs another year. 

Kansas miners were ordered out de- 
spite an order of the industrial court 
extending the present contract a 
month, 

Union officers ordered 13.000 men 
to remain. in: the mincs to protect 
property from damages incident to 
non-operation,

Goverhment reports indica te-eooaly- 
coal supplies on hand, estimated to 
| last 51 days in certain areas-at least. 
Railroad officiais asserted plans had 
been made to suspend certai2z freight 
trains, especially on coal roads. It is 
estimated that 18,000 railroad men 
in Pennsylvania will be out of work 
today as a result of the strike.

Indianapolis, March 31.—(By the 

Associated Press.)—Coal production 

was stopped tonight by the union 

coal miners, who quit their day’s 

work in the mines of twenty states 


with the avowed policy of remaining. 


idle indefinitely in an effort to force 
the operators to accept the miners’ 
terms for new wage contracts. 

Officials at the headquarters here 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica declared that the suspension would 
not only include a half million work- 
ers, but also at least 100,000 non- 
union men would join in the walkout. 
No last minute instructions were 
issued from headquarters and the only 
significant conference held during the 
day by President John L. Lewis was 
with Lonnie Jackson, president of the 
Kentucky ‘union district, where 5,000 
union men will continue at work be- 
cause their ‘contract with operators 
has another year to run. 

During the day Mr. Lewis declared 
that the suspension of work by 
Kansas union miners would nots be 
averted by the action of the Kansas 
industrial court ordering that wage 
scales of the last two years be con- 
tinued for thirty days. In a formal] 
statement tonight the union chief de- 
clared the nationwide Walkout would 
affect “hundreds of thousands of citi- 
zens” not directly engaged in the coal 
industry and he reiterated his charge 


that the operators had forced ‘‘the 


strike upon the miners.” 
In addition to the Kentucky miners, 


union men in Nova Scotia will remain 


at work, but those in the western 
Canadian pvovinces were expected ‘to 
join the suspension. The conference 
over the Kentucky situation was said 
by its participants to have been a 
general review of the situation there, 
with President Lewis taking the po- 
sition that the union must obey its

ceal assure price pfotection and cur- 
rent supply for the general public, of- 
ficial Washington settled back tonight 
to await the event with considerable 
calmness.

Decided action in favor of the At- 
lanta zoning ordinance was taken by 
the ordinance committee of the cit; 


council at a final meeting Friday 


morning before the ordinance is sub- 
mitted to the city council for adop- 
tion. The vote was % to 1l-in favor of 
passage. , 

Councilman J. Lt. Nutting, ‘who 
voted against the ordinance, intro- 
duced a substitute which would au. 
thorize council to zone the city by 
blocks after obtaining consent of the 
property own2rs. This failed to puss. 
In the midst of Mr. Nutting’s dis- 
cussion, in which he denounced the 
whole ordinance as illegal, an opinion 
written by City Attorney James L. 
Mayson was delivered to the com- 
mittee, stating the ordinance as a 
whole to be legal. 

A lively verbal tilt ensued between 
Mr. Nutting and Chairman Edgar 
Watkins when the latier presented a 
petition signed by more than “0 mem- 
bers of the real estate board indors- 
ing the zoning ordinance. Mr.. Nut- 
ting remarked that he doubted if 
more than two men on the list had 
familiarized themselves with the con- 
tents of the ordinance. Mr. Watkins 
immediately leaped to his feet and 
declared the speaker had no right to 
make such charges. He ‘hen stated 
that Mr. Nutting had “gone wild” 
in his opposition to the ordinance. 

An amendment was passed extend- 
ing the business zone on West Peach- 
tree and Spring streets to Feurteenth 
street. instead of Tenth street. This 
was done to meet objections of, prop- 
erty owners. : 

City Attorney Mayson in his opin- 
ion written for the committee said 
in, part : ae 

‘There are authorities, pro and coa, 
on this question. I have examined 
all to which.I had access and I nave 
reached the conclusion that the prog- 
ress of the law is towards upholding 
ordinances of this character. 

“In the Blackman health resort 
case, it was held thst the charter 
provision, by which the city of At- 
lanta was given authority to control 
and prohibit the erection, and main- 
tenance of sanitariums, was not void 
as conferring arbitrary power nor 
violative of the fourteenth amendment 
but would not ‘be treated as authoriz- 
ing this city to exercise a rensonable 
discretion thereunder. i think this 
states the whale casc.

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health offi- 
cer, declared that the danger of the 
epidemic reaching higher proportions 
was past. The warm, sunshiny weath- 
er of the past few days, he said, had 
wrought wonders in curtailing the 
number of new cases.

Secretary Weeks’ letter to Senator 
Harris and Congressman Wright says: 

“It has been brought to my aften- 
tion that the accommodations for the 
postoffice at Fort Benning are ex- 
tremely inadequate. The building is 
an old one which .was erected for 
some other purpose a long time ago 
and it is neither sufficient in room 
nor light. We are endeavoring to re- 
pair it but with little prospect of mak- 
ing it a satisfactory building for the 
purpose. This postoffice serves a 
population of nearly 6,000. 

“The military establishment at Ben- 
ning is permanent. With housing 
conditions as they are, however, and 
the inadequacy of the appropriations 
for improvements; it is out of the 
question for the war department to 
furnish a new building for the post- 
office. I venture to interest you in 
the matter, thinking you might pos- 
sibly wisk*to initiate legislation look- 
ing toward: the erection of a federal 
building there fqr  postoffice pur- 
poses,” .

MAKING COSMETICS | 
As I purposely talk only about the 
simplest sort of cosmetics in this space 
I do not often have any complaints 


about the trouble in making up these 
recipes. But once in a while a reader 
has difficulty in making cold cream. 
The letters about this always say 
that the cream has turned out too stiff 
in texture so that it cannot be easily 
The reason for this is that 
the ingredients were too hot. In mak- 
ing up cold creams the wax and the 
spermaceti and the lanoline, if lJano- 
line is used, are all melted together 
in whatever oils the formula calls for. 
‘These are to be heated slowly and only 
enough to melt the solid waxes. Then 
the rose water and whatever other 
ingredienta the formula calls for are 
ted separately, but they are never 
they are to be merely lukewarm, 
n the two sets of ingredients aré 
muxed toegther. 
_ As the rose water mixture is cooler 
ithan the oils it will begin the congeal- 
ing process.. The rose water is 
poured slowly into the pan containing 
the heated oils, while the whole thing 
fis stirred and beaten with the spoon. 
‘The jars for the cream should be 
ready. When the mixture has cooled 
sufficiently so that it is ready to con- 
geal, so that it is about the thickness 
of cream soup or mayonnaise, it 
should immediately be poured off into 
the jars and allowed to stand uncov- 
ered until it is quite solid and cold. 
The more you are able to beat it

Rail Decision Proves 
Displeasing to Street 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, March 31.—Houses which have been advising. their cus: 
tomers to take profits and stand aside for a time admitted today that 
their judgment on the stock market as proved by the action of the 
tape had been wrong. New high records for the year were made for 
a number of shares with the Automobile Accessories stocks the lead- 
ers. These houses, however, continued to preach caution. Today’s 
market, as has been the case since the upward price movement started 
around the middle of the week, was highly professional. 

Today’s most interesting news was a dispatch sent by Charles 
Hayden, chairman of Chino, Nevada, Ray and Utah copper properties, 
to western managers ordering operations to be resumed April 1, 

In a statement, Mr. Hayden said: 

“This production at first will be on a small! scale, but in an orderly 
manner will be increased to the goal of 50 per cent of capacity. It is 
estimated that there will be no refined copper from this new produc- 
tion avialable for delivery until July and then only 2,500,000 pounds. 
This will be increased until there should be available. for delivery in 
October 20,000,000 pounds a month.” It was on March 21, 1921, that’ 
Mr. Hayden’s instructions west for a complete shut-down.

Banquet Speakers 
Stress Importance 


Of Preparedness 


Preparedness for the individual, for 
the nation, and for the fraternity 
was the thought stressed by speak- 
ers at the annual banquet of.Atlanta 
chapters of the Sigma Nu fraternity 
at the Capital City club Friday night. 

Preparedness of the individual was 
the topie discussed by Ernest L. Wil- 
liams, Indianapolis; grand secretary 
of Sigma Nu. Twenty years ago it 
was considered an honor, the mark of 
a gentlemen, for one to fail to pass 
his studies, Mr. Williams remember- 
ed, while it is now considered more 
or less of a disgrace to do so. ‘This 
change of feelings, the speaker point- 
e” out, was due mostly to the realiza- 

1 of college men that to fail to 
ke advantage of those opportuni- 
ties offered in college was to fail to 
prepare for that which would con- 
front them upon leaving the campus. 

Fraternalism upon the campus is 
conducive to this preparedness, Mr. 
Williams held, in that it furnishes-the 
only means of organization capable of 
touching the average college student. 
This has been recognized by college 
heads throughout the country and for 
that reason fraternities are encourag- 
ed by the faculty. 

The speaker concluded with an ap- 
peal for the endowment fund of the 
fraternity, which is used mostly to 
assist chapters of the Sigma Nu in 
financing the purchase of chapter 
houses, for the geperal maintenance 
of the organization, and to assist 
members who are financially unable 
to bear the entire expense of an 
education. 

Judge Frank Jenkins, of the state 
court of appeals, spoke upon friend- 
ship as an essential to success in 


that permanent friendships made in 
college, especially those made in the 
fraternity, were assets impossible to 
exaggerate. 

Judge Jenkins was later. anani- 
mously “nominated” for Georgia gub- 
ernatorial honors in the.next state 
election. 

Major George P. Whitsett, judge 
advocate of the fifth. army corps, 
spoke upon national preparedness. A 
large army, larger than that for 
which congress has made appropria- 
tions, is the best assurance of peace, 
he declared. 

Oscar Palmour. grand counsellor 
of the fraternity, made a brief appeal 
for the permanent endowment. Es- 
tablishment of this. he said, consti- 
tuted preparedness for Sicma Nu. 

Wayne P. Sewell presided as toast-

AGREE TO EXTENSION 
OF EMBARGO ON DYES 


_Washington, March 31.—A_provi- 
sion in the permanent tariff bill un- 
der which the .present dye embargo 
with a_ licensing system would be 
continued for one year from the date 
of the signing of the measure was 
agreed upon today by majority mem- 
bers of the senate finance commit- 
tee. The vote was 6 to 4. 

At the expiration of the one-year 
period duties proposed hy the special 
dye subcommittee would come _ into 
force. Those duties are 7 cents a 
pound and 50 per cent advalorem on 
intermediate—unfinished componente 
of dyes—and 7 cents a pound and 60 
per cent ad valorem on finished coal 
tar products.
